"congress" of Rumanian personalities in order to secure a mondate for 
svthe formation of a new Rumanian Netional Committee that would support 
shis views. Ue would have proposed as members of such a committee, General 


Ion Gheorghe, former Rumanian Minister to Gormeny who is sympathetio to 
the Iron Guard; Professor Nicolae Herescu, a supporter of OBCUS — 
Horatiu Comaniciu, an Iron Guardist with Netional Poasant sympathioss; 
Generel Dumitriu Fetreseu; Vintilé Briitiam, a member of tho Liberal 
Partys end Anton Crihen, a National Poasant of Bessarabian origin. 


R¥descu decided, however, not to convoke his “congress” following the 
death of Grigore Niculoscu-Duzesti , National Peasant leader, and the 
receipt upon his arrest in Burope of a messaga from King Mihai instructing 
him to come to an agreement with members of the present National Comittee. 
Leaders of tho National Peasant Party, including Augustin Pepa, Professor 
Virgil. Yeniemin and Anton Crihen, together with Genoral Petrescu, also 
urged Redesou to cone to an agreement with tho membership of the present 


Committee .
